One recommenda­ 
tion is to greatly increase the admittedly low 
second-class mailing rate, but the suggested 
rate is so high that many publications of national 
circulation will be forced out of business, pronto. 
The SUN could live with the in-county suggested 
rates but our out-of-county would probably die a 
sudden death. 


IT LOOKS LIKE SUMMER, finally 
Even with the excessive amounts of rain, John 
Wakefield reports, crops throughout the county 
appear fine. There are some exceptions, of 
course, but generally the county will produce 
another good crop of cotton and grains, he 
calculates.

construct a new high school 
The proposal is part of a five-year plan for 
overall improvement and maintenance of the 
Jarrell school buildings which the board of 
trustees voted to present to the Texas Education 
Agency (TEA). 
Meeting in special session, the trustees dealt 
mostly with formulation of the new plans. The 
meeting lasted past midnight, and frayed 
tempers resulted in a confrontation between 
trustee Bud Stockton and the rest of the board 
toward the close of the session. 
No school patrons attended the meeting. 
The agenda for the session was posted in the 
Williamson County Courthouse when it was 
received the day of the meeting, according to 
County Clerk Dick Cervenka 
Jarrell faces possible loss of state accredita­ 
tion by the TEA, due to shortcomings in its 
school facilities, especially its 59-year-old high 
s ?hool building. 
TEA accreditation teams and representatives 
visiting the Jarrell system in the past two years 
have cited deficiencies in both educational 
programs and facilities, but have recently 
declared their satisfaction with improvement of 
programs and faculty arrangements. 
Jarrell voters rejected, 4-1, a $650,000 bond 
proposal last March to finance construction of a 
planned high school facility, necessitating

be changed w ithout the approval of the 
Historical Preservation Committee This com­ 
mittee shall be composed of three property 
owners owning property on the Square, at least 
one other of property within the city limits and 
of such other persons as the City Council may 
designate. These will serve terms of three 
years, except in the initial appointment when 
members will serve staggered term s of one 
year, two years, and three years. 
The Historical Committee stressed that the in­ 
terior of the buildings in a historical zone is the 
property owner’s choice, and only the external 
alterations such as color changes and sign erec­ 
tion will necessitate a permit. To obtain such 
permit, the property owner will apply in writing 
to the City Manager, giving a detailed descrip­ 
tion of the nature of the proposed external 
alteration or repair with a drawing or sketch. 
The Historical Preservation Committee will 
rule on this application within five days, accor­ 
ding to the proposed ordinance 
Penalty for the violation of the proposed or­ 
dinance will be a fine not exceeding $50

Commissioners deliberate 
on county pay raise 


Forty dollars a month salary increases for 
county employes received more discussion at a 
Thursday afternoon meeting of County Com­ 
missioners than did budget requests from 
several elected officials &r IO percent raises tor 
all employees. 
“Forty dollars across the board is what we 
icommissioners) discussed over a hamburger.” 
commented Commissioner Wesley Foust. 
Thursday’s meeting was a work session and no 
action was taken. 
Claiming that the percentage raises would 
continue a widening gap between salaries of 
elected officials who receive around $1000 per 
month and staff employes who start at around 
$475, Commissioner R A. Rozacky said 
“The 
percentage raises just aren’t fair. Those people 
have to live just like we do and they have to pay 
their bills too.” 
THE $40 RAISE will save county dollars also. 
For the 1975 budget year a IO percent raise was 
granted. County auditor Ben Kurio estimated 
that salary increase to cost the county $75,000 
Foust estimated the $40 across the board raise 
would cost the county about $50,000. 
With budget requests in and using preliminary 
figures, Foust estimated that the county tax rate 
will be decreased from 90 cents per $100 valua­ 
tion to 80 cents. 
Property owners will pay approximately the 
same tax as last year, however, predicted Coun­ 
ty Tax Assessor-Collector William Buck, since 
commissioners raised the county valuation by 25 
percent last December 


Preliminary figures indicate a property tax 
valuation of $95 million. That is an increase from 
$80 million for 1975. 
SHERIFF AUGUST BOSSHARD submitted 
the longest list of budget 
requests, although 
many of the equipment items had already been 
approved by commissioners. 
Two additional deputies were requested. “I 
know hiring additional people will cost the tax­ 
payers money, but as an elected official. I am 


asking for the help because I need it,” he said. 
New subdivisions growing up in Williamson 
County make the workload increase daily, the 
sheriff explained 
COUNTY AUDITOR BEN KURIO requested 
funds to attend more conferences and seminars. 
The auditor said that as operating the county 
becomes more and more complicated, officials 
need to attend more seminars and conferences 
to keep up with new trends and regulations. 


Week s news in a nutshell 


WILLIAMSON COUNTY ELECTED OFFICIALS presented budget requests to com­ 
missioners Thursday Among the scattered requests for more staff employes and equip­ 
ment, several officials requested a IO percent pay hike. 
Wesley Foust said commissioners had discussed a $40 a month across the board pay 
raise ‘‘over a hamburger” and had thought it is more fair. Commissioners contend 
that percentage pay raises get the pay scales from elected officials to staff members out 
of line. The $40 raise to county employees would cost approximately $50,000. 
GEORGETOWN CITY COUNCIL heard a request Monday night to appropriate land 
and possibly money for the Scouts to build a meeting place. Mayor Joe Crawford ap­ 
pointed Councilmen Wiggy Shell, Harry Gold and City Manager Leo Wood to work with 
Mrs. Hubbard to determine whether such an arrangement is possible. 
In other business the Council accepted bids on street paving supplies and a new police 
patrol unit.

Storybook Father’s Day for Georgetown man

This is a very special Father’s Day for Wallace Earl Hay. 
Until two weeks ago, Hay, a Georgetown city employe, had not 
seen his father since he was a baby. 
Friday night, May 30, he stood in the rain on the drive of a 
Houston filling station, looking for he-didn’t-know who and feeling 
a little silly. 
A car drove up, and a lady rolled down the window to ask, “Are 
you Earl?” 
Eighteen-year-old Hay nodded yes, and from the passenger seat 
of the car Tyler Ross Hay stepped out to meet his son. 
‘‘Everybody just stood there crying,” said Earl s attractive wife 
Maggie, as they recalled the event, in the living room of their home 
at 311 Main in Georgetown, their infant son Stephen looking on and 
trying out this new-fangled art of walking. 
Maggie added, ‘‘Everybody who hears about it says it sounds like 
something out of a storybook.” 
It does. 
Actually, the story begins in 1959. 
Ross Hay, then 26, was just getting out of the army, and he 
wanted to see his two-year-old son Earl. Hay understood that his 
wife, who was living in New Orleans, had retained custody of the 
child after their divorce. 
Ross started to New Orleans to find mother and child, but he was 
told along the way, and convinced, that Earl had contracted 
pneumonia and died. 
The dejected Hay resigned himself to the belief he would never 
see his son. 
Earl, meanwhile, had been transferred from his mother s 


custody to the care of the Jefferson Parish, La., Welfare and Child 
Development Center near New Orleans. 
He grew up in foster homes until he was about 15. 
Then, around 1972, Earl decided he wanted to see his natural 
parents, especially his father “I just got the idea one day that I 
wanted to meet him,” Earl remembers. The search, which would 
continue for three years, was on. 
Earl began by talking to old friends of the family, officials at the 
Child Development Center, and people ‘‘who had known me since I 
was knee-high to a grasshopper and all that,’ questioning here and 
there to determine whether anyone knew the whereabouts or situa­ 
tion of Tyler Ross Hay. 
Thirteen years is a long time, as Earl found out. Lots of folks 
remembered his father, and they remembered Earl as a child of 
two. But no one could really pin down what had become of Earl s 
dad. 
Earl knew Ross Hay was an architect, and little by little he 
gathered sketchy information that the elder Hay had worked in 
California and Oklahoma. Now he was rumored to be employed bv 
an oil company in Colorado 
Earl didn't know what oil company, or where in Colorado. 
So he tried writing every oil company he could turn up in 
Colorado. 
‘‘Some wrote back to say they didn’t have an employe named 
Ross Hay,” Earl explains. “The rest just didn’t write back 
This was the closest Earl came through questioning old acquain­ 
tances. After more searching he became frustrated and decided he 
had “just come to a dead end 
Shortly afterward he married Maggie, whose parents are Mr 


and Mrs. Ernest Mendez of Georgetown, and she became in­ 
volved in his search. 
“I just kind of gave up until I met Maggie,' Earl says. He adds, 
grinning, 'She kind of pushed me on it a little.” 
Both Earl and Maggie had noticed an address on Earl s birth cer­ 
tificate that Ross Hay had given as a permanent one. Maggie 
suggested Earl write to the address, explaining his situation. 
“I figured it was just a service address,” Earl says, ‘‘and there 
was no chance he was going to be there 18 years later. 
But Maggie convinced him there could be no harm in trying, 
and Earl wrote from Austin in the summer of 1974 
His letter was quite a surprise to Earl’s paternal grandmother, 
who lived at the address he had written to. Earl’s father had listed 
her address as his permanent one on the boy’s birth certificate in 
1957, because it was more permanent than he thought any service 
address would be. 
According to Earl it was actually sheer luck he and Maggie ever 
found the address. 
“ Usually adoption agencies (like the Welfare Center) change the 
name on a birth certificate to your foster parents' name and list 
their per manent address,” he explains. “I guess they just forgot to 
do that to mine.” 
Now Earl had a direct link to his father, who had remarried and 
was living in Houston. But it was yet almost a year before either 
man knew of the other’s existence. 
Earl s grandmother was so startled to hear from him after 18 
years that she thought the letter must be some kind of prank or 
joke She laid it atop her refrigerator and tried to decide whether

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Nixon’s Vietnam Promises Still Haunt 
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WASHINGTON - The con­ 
troversy over Richard Nixons 
secret commitments to former 
President Thieu of South Viet­ 
nam simply won t fade away. 
The charge that confidential, 
written pledges of support had 
been made to Thieu was first 
raised last April by Sen. Henry 
Jackson. D.-Wash Despite While 
House denials, two Nixon letters 
to the now deposed Vietnamese 
strongman subsequently sur­ 
faced. 
On Nov. 14, 1972. Nixon gave 
Thieu his “absolute assurance 
that if Hanoi fails to abide by' the 
terms of (the Pans agreement) it 
is my intention to take swift and 
severe retaliatory action ” And 
on Jan 5, 1973. Nixon promised 
to “respond with full force 
should the settlement be viol­ 
ated by North Vietnam ..." 
These letters. Kissinger pri­ 
vately told a group of legislators, 
“were not agreements by the 
UJS. but statements by Richard 
Nixon of intentions. These did 
not differ materially from the 
public statements.’ 
Key congressional leaders 
however, are not impressed with 
Kissinger’s semantics The Nix- 
on-Thieu exchanges they feel, 
were a flagrant violation of the 
law, which requires the Presi­ 
dent to report all international 


agreements to Congress 
Senator Jackson has called for 
an investigation by the Senate 
Armed Services Committee And 
Sen Gifford Case the powerful 
New Jersey Republican, has 
asked for a probe bv the Foreign 
Relations Committee. 
Even some of President Fords 
conservative supporters in the 
Senate are demanding that th* 
full story be told. 
In a private letter to the Presi­ 
dent last April, Mississippi Dem­ 
ocrat John Steams requested “all 
documentation” which “bears on 
the nature and extent of the UJS. 
commitment to South Vietnam 
These materials, he added, 
“should be provided promptly.” 
One month later, after Viet­ 
nam had fallen, Ford responded 
with the incredible assertion that 
the subject “is no longer a rele­ 
vant issue ...” 
“I consider our urgent task 
now ," wrote the President, “is to 
face the future and leave the 
divisive debates over Vietnam 
behind us I ask your help in this 
effort” 
Sen. John Sparkman. D.-Ala.. 
chairman of the Foreign Rela­ 
tions Committee, also requested 
White House documentation “I 
would appreciate 
the text of all 
understandings, undertakings or 
sim ilar statements made by

Econom ic Disaster: Many 
economists fear that President 
Ford s new energy package 
could lead to economic disaster 
The President s plan to add 
another dollar to the price of ev­ 
ery barrel of imported oil, it is 
estimated, will cost consumers a 
staggering six billion dollars a 
year 
Previously Ford had already 
added a dollar import tax. So 
the total $2 surcharge will add 
up to an extra $12 billion that 
A m ericans must pay for 
petroleum products. 
The President is trying to cig 
down oil use by' making it too ex­ 
pensive to waste On top (rf this, 
he wants to decontrol the price 
of domestic oiL This move, if it is 
okayed by Congress, will cost the 
consumers still another $16 
billion. 
What all this means is that the 
price of gasoline will be going 
up to about 75 cents a gallon. 
Congress, of course, can change 
or cancel Ford s actions. But 
right now. Congress can’t seem 
to get together on anything but 
vacation dates. 
The oil companies, m ean­ 
while. are applauding Fords 
moves 
N uclear Advocate: In the 
backrooms Defense Secretary 
James Schlesmger has urged 
President Ford to use tactical 
nuclear weapons to stop the next 
Communist aggression against a 
I S ally 
Schlesmger has North Korea 
particularly in mind He fears 
the Communists might be en­ 
couraged by the fall of Cam­ 
bodia and Vietnam to attempt to 
take over South Korea 
If the North Koreans should 
strike. Schlesmger favors hitting 
back with limited nuclear war­ 
fare 
He wants to put more 
emphasis on developing mobile 
nuclear weapons as the best 
defense against future Vietnams 
At first. President Ford didn t 
like Schlesmger and wanted to 
re p lace him with Donald 
Rumsfeld. The President thought 
Rumsfeld would be more suc­ 
cessful at handling Congress.

WASHINGTON— Crime 
It’s time we faced up to it. 
Figures released by the FBI for 1973 reveal that there 
were 8.638.400 major crimes reported in America. This 
included 19,510 murders. 51,000 forcible rapes, 382,680 
robberies, 416,270 aggravated assaults and 2,540,900 bur­ 
glaries. 
Expressed another way, there were 16 serious crimes 
committed each minute; one violent crime every 36 seconds; 
a forcible rape every IO minutes; a robbery every 82 sec­ 
onds; an aggravated assault every 76 seconds; a burglary 
every 12 seconds; a larceny or theft every 7 seconds. That 
was in 1973. The crime rate has risen substantially since 
then. 
The victims pay by far the highest price for this veritable 
epidemic of crime. 
But crime bears a price tag that all 
of us must pay. That price last year was nearly $90 bil­ 
lion. 
U S. News & World Report magazine calculated that in 
19“4, organized crime— through its interests in gambling, 
narcotics, hijacked goods and loansharking— took $37.2 
bi/lion from the American people. Crimes against property 
and business totalled $21.3 billion. Other crimes, such as 
homicides, assaults and drunken driving, added up to $9.5 
billion. Law enforcement costs were $14.6 billion, and pri­ 
vate crime fighting costs totaled $6 billion. 
Experts list a wide variety of “causes” of crime, but it 
should be c le a r to all of us that the principal cause of 
crime is criminal--. And for far too many criminals, crime 
d c^ pay. The ri k they run is too small, compared with 
the profits, to be an effective deterrent. 
FBI stati tics reveal that only about 21 percent of all 
serious crimes are “cleared” by arrests. Only about 5 per­ 
cent are “solved” by convictions. And a steadily diminish­ 
ing percentage of those convicted are being sent to prison. 
The prison population in al! state and federal penitentiaries 
is smaller now than it was in 1960, although a vastly greater 
number of crimes are being committed each year. 
The principal problem, I’m convinced, is witn our courts. 
Our criminal justice system has become heavily biased in 
favor of the criminal, at the expense of the victims of crime 
and law-abiding society as a whole. The time for reform is 
long overdue 
We can. I’m certain, carry out the prosecution of crim­ 
inals efficiently and with justice, without endangering the 
civil liberties of the innocent. We did for nearly 200 years 
before the “reforms” of the Warren Court. We are all in 
favor of due process for the accused, but we should never 
forget that the potential victim has just as much right not 
to be violently molested as the person accused of such 
crimes has to a fair trial and a skillful defense.

One of the bills gives the 
State Board of Insurance 
authority to regulate malprac­ 
tice rates, and the other creates 
a financial pool among in­ 
surance companies to cover the 
cost of malpractice suits. The 
House rejected a third bill that 
would have set a ceiling on 
malpractice liability. 
A large part of the malprac­ 
tice problem should be cleared 
up by the two bills which were 
a p p r o v e d , but th e 65th 
L e g is la tu r e m ay find it 
necessary to approve some 
form of liability limitation I 
voted for all three of the 
malpractice bills, as I can think 
of nothing more important than

EDUCATION MEASURE 
APPROVED: Both the House 
and Senate have passed a $653 
million public school finance 
bill, bringing to a temporary 
end the debate over how Texas 
public education should be 
structured. 
I voted against the bill, main­ 
ly because it fell far short of the 
broad education reforms I had 
proposed in my own school 
legislation. One victory we did 
achieve was eliminating the 
Governor’s complex and un­ 
tested “ weighted-pupil ap­ 
proach’’ from the bill. 
The education bill that pssed 
which will raise local property 
taxes by around $400 million, is 
really tailored to the needs of 
urban school districts In cities, 
up to 80 percent of the wealth is 
in stocks, bank deposits and 
other non-taxabie categories, 
while around 80 percent of rural 
wealth, which is mostly in land. 
is taxable. This means most of 
new property taxes will be im­ 
posed on smaller towns of Tex­ 
as. 
We did succeed in placing 
definite limits on how much a 
town s tax rate could increase, 
which will save several schools 
in our district from economic 
disaster The education bill will 
get us through another two 
years, but the next legislature 
will have to deal with public 
school finance yet again Some­ 
day we are going to have to pass 
a good education bill and stop 
running our schools two years 
at a time.

essential The poorer homes were poor in­

Whittier wrote of the barefoot boy with cheek 
of tan. and of Maud Muller raking hay The old 
swimming hole and the crude fish pole were 
praised Currier and Ives prints made even 
the winter look good 
Nevertheless, the life was hard and limited 
The old folks were stuck with it, but the young 
could sec no future rn it and fled to the city 
This exodus almost depopulated rural New 
(england In many a country town today there 
are fewer inhabitants than there were a 
century ago 
Since World War (I a great change has 
occurred "The country" is no longer isolated 


The subsistence farmers have been starved 
out. but workers in the city or town may now 
live MI or IS miles away and commute to jobs 
without difficulty Schools and medical care 
are better Stores are accessible Telephone. 
radio and television bring the outside world to 
places once remote 
"The country 
retains its assets without its 
drawbacks Clean air, birds and blossoms — 
never handsomer than in this spring of 1975 — 
and freedom from crime and pollution make it 
particularly attractive to many 
The city remains the place where things 
happen It s the center lor business, banking, 
sports, entertainment and the contact be 
tween people which generates intellectual 
sparks Its still bound to be attractive to the 
young who prefer louder music than the dull 
hum of the bees 
Still, it s good news if people are indeed 
returning to live in more or less rustic 
surroundings In spite of everything, there are 
still miles and miles of gorgeous countryside 
in America, and those who can arrange to 
enjoy it are wise to dose — The Boston Globe

S en ato rial 
Districts of the State of Texas 
as now constituted by a formula 
giving equal weight to the total 
population and the average of 
the vote for the Democratic 
candidates in the two most re­ 
cent Presidential elections and 
shall be elected in accordance 
with Section 235a of the Texas 
Election Code. 
(b ) O n e -fo u rth of th e 
delegates and all of the alter­ 
nate delegates to the 1976 
Democratic National Conven­ 
tion shall be selected by the 
1976 June State Convention in a 
manner which is consistent 
with the election of “at-large" 
delegates and alternates under 
the existin g Rules of the 
Democratic Party of the State 
of Texas and the provisions of 
Section 235a of the Texas Elec­ 
tion Code. 
National Delegates and alter­ 
nates elected by the State 
Convention shall reasonably 
reflect the preferences of the 
State Convention participants 
as indicated by a straw poll of 
the delegates. 
(c) A quorum at a senatorial 
district, county, or State con­ 
vention shall consist of at least 
forty per cent of the elected 
delegates or their acting alter­ 
nates. 
(d) All Precinct Conventions 
shall be scheduled to begin at 
7:15 P M. throughout the State, 
provided however, in any rural 
county, as hereinafter defined, 
the Precinct Convention may be 
scheduled to begin between the 
hours of 2:00 P. M. and 9:00 P. 
M. in the manner specified in 
Article IV, Section la of the 
State Party Rules. A rural 
county shall be defined as a 
county in which more than 50% 
of the population of the county 
lives in communities of less 
than 5,000 people according to 
the last Federal census. — 
(That’s us!) 
(e) At all stages of the 
delegate selection process, the 
succession of alternates to 
delegate status shall be govern­ 
ed by the following provisions:

Adult illiteracy spotlighted 


Washington 
Millions of Americans are unable to do such simple cal­ 
culations as figuring out how much they should receive after 
making purchases, according to a survey by the U.S. Office 
of Education. 
This finding, and others of a aimilar nature, hat led a con­ 
gressional investigatory agency to recommend expansion of 
the Adult Education Act of 1966. 
The agency, the General Accounting Office, reported over 
the weekend that the 1966 program has had some beneficial 
results but “little Impact on reducing illiteracy among 
adults.” 
The education study found, among othar things, that 86 
million Americans are unable to compute their car’s gasoline 
mileage; 48 million cannot figure out how much change they 
should receive after buying something; and 52 million are 
unable to decide whether they qualify for a Job listed In clas­

In January, 323 thousand 
forms were mailed to Texas 
f a r m e r s 
and 
r e s i d e n t s 
associated with agriculture and 
so far only 69 percent have been 
mailed back or otherwise ac­ 
counted for. 
Census bureau officials say 
this is the last in the planned 
series of follow-up letters since 
collection of census data is 
scheduled to be closed out June 
30. Telephone calls are being 
made to selected farmers who 
have not yet returned the forms 
in order to obtain information 
about their 1974 agricultural 
operations. 
Everyone who received a 
form should return it, even 
those not actively engaged in 
farming, such as landlords or 
those no longer farming. 
Response is mandatory by law 
By the same law, all informa­ 
tion about individual farms is 
confidential and can be used 
only for statistical purposes.

With hopes of biting a big chunk out of its 
350-million-galkm-a-year gasoline bill, the 
U.S. Postal Service (LISPS' has ordered 350 
electric mail trucks on an experimental ba^is 
If that experiment works out. I.OOO more 
will hit the streets in about IO months And if 
expected success continues, “ We ll buy about 
5.000 a year for the next several years,” says 
Donn Crane of the I S P S 


Officials estimate that savings will come if 
they use electric trucks on flat routes, and 
using a special off-peak hours rate for reeharg 
ing Oh this basis, they estimate a cost of three 
cents a mile for electricity. 
Cost for gasoline for mail trucks is now 
between 6 and 52 cents a mile, officials say 
Currently some 30,000 out of the nation’s 
total of 135,000 motorized mail routes are best 
suited for electric carts, they add Gasoline 
driven trucks would continue to be used for 
the remainder 
We’ve already been experimenting with 31 
in Cupertino, California, just north of San 
Francisco, ’’ Mr. Crane says, “ They have been

Regarding Willie Nelson’s picnic 


Country music singer and songwriter Willie 
Nelson is advertising his Third Annual 4th of 
July picnic all over the state The announced 
location is Liberty Hill 
Friday morning Williamson County Com­ 
missioners filed a resolution requesting the 
county and district attorneys "to take all 
necessary action to see that the laws pertaining 
to Willie Nelson’s Festival are strictly complied 
with for the benefit and safety of the public. 
Commissioners, 
the two attorneys, other 
elected officials and Attorney Jack Carey who 
was hired to represent the interest of some 
Liberty Hill citizens opposing the picnic, met 
with Nelson’s attorney and staff m em bers in the 
county courtroom 
When asked if the resolution m eant an injunc 
tion suit would be filed to prevent the picnic 
from being held. County Attorney Norman Man 
ning said he could not say at this time 
He said that no action would be taken before 
Monday, although both he and the district a t­ 
torney have been working on this m atter "just 
about full tim e," He said they have requested an 
opinion from the state attorney general's office 
which should help them with their decision. 
DEBATE OF THE NELSON prom oters and 
the county officials stem from whether the 
festival is covered by Texas Mass Gathering Act 
of 1972 
That act states that any gathering of 5000 or 
more persons during a 12 continuous hour period 
m ust m eet certain regulations to protect the 
health and safety of those attending 
Nelson’s attorney Tim Herman said that from 
previous concerts and gatherings of this nature, 
prom oters predicted that m ore than 5000 people 
will not be present within any 12 consecutive 
hour period. 
Entertainm ent begins around noon and will 
continue for about 8 or 9 hours, Gene McCoslin, 
promotion m anager for the event said 
As in most perform ances, Herman explained, 
the big-name entertainm ent will be near the end 
Many persons will not show up until late after­ 
noon, Herman predicted 
Carey contends that the prom oters are m ak­ 
ing no attem pt to prevent 5000 persons from be­ 
ing present for more than that tim e period 
ALTHOUGH THE property lease agreem ent 
with Jack Cook, trustee of the property, begins 


at 6 a .rn July 4 and extends to 6 a.rn July 5, 
Cook has said cam pers will be allowed on the 
property the night before Prom oters contend 
that 5000 will not cam p the night before. 
Site coordinator for the picnic Mike Lam 
pointed out that more convenient sites for cam ­ 
ping were located at Lake Travis and other near­ 
by lakes Why would they com e to an open field 
for camping? 
Lam commented, "I don’t understand why all 
these people are so upset All Willie is trying to 
do is to have a picnic on the 4th of July. They 
(comm issioners) couldn’t have us here in court 
if it weren’t for another 4th of July about 200 
years ago." 
Property owner Lloyd Fry from Liberty Hill 
said he does not want the picnic to be held "The

to tell her son about it. 
Slowly, she forgot all about it. 
This year, the week before Memorial Day, EaH’s grandmother 
remembered the letter and mentioned it to daughter-in-law Jenny, 
Ross’s second wife, asking what she should do. Jenny immediately 
informed her husband about the communication. 
Ross called Mrs Irene Hirsch, an administrator for the Child 
Development Center in Louisiana, to ask if she could find E arl’s 
current address Mrs. Hirsch remembered receiving a Christmas 
card from Earl, and thought it had been mailed from a place in 
Texas named Georgetown But she had lost the envelope and 
couldn’t be sure. 
So three weeks ago, on Memorial Day, Ross Hay called the 
Georgetown police department, explained his situation, and asked 
the police to help find the son he had not seen in 16 years. The 
police offered to try and advised Hay to call again Tuesday. 
Tuesday the police came up empty-handed. They couldn’t locate 
Earl, and suggested Hay might do well to call an Austin television 
station and askto have the story aired. But they advised him to call 
back Wednesday, just in case. 
Wednesday morning, Earl says, Maggie dropped in on him while 
he was at work at the Power Plant. She said he was wanted at the 
police station Earl, very surprised, asked why in the world the 
police wanted to see him. 


"I won’t be able to protect my property 
because those people can float down the river as 
the law allows and those people will be destroy­ 
ing my property."

He has four children by his second 
marriage, three girls and a boy. 
Earl says the two families got along "just great," and he thinks 
his step-mother was probably more overjoyed with the situation 
than anyone. 
Ross Hay got to meet his grandson Stephen, and Earl met his 
grandmother, to whose home relatives flocked Saturday to meet 
Earl, Maggie, and Stephen. 
Earl is trying now to arrange for his father to come to 
Georgetown and spend a weekend, but he isn’t sure when that 
might be. 
His next project, he says, is to find his mother. 
Unfortunately, it appears Earl and his father won’t be able to get 
together this Father’s Day. But Earl says he will call to say ‘hi’ to 
Dad on this special day, and hopefully he’ll be able to do the same 
each Father’s Day for a long time to come.

presentation of new plans to TEA, in order for 
the system to retain its accreditation. 
Thursday night the board voted to include a 
bond proposal for fall, 1978, in the new plans, 
with a new high school to be constructed by the 
end of 1980 if voters pass the bond issue. 
The board also developed an extensive list 01 
proposed repairs to existing facilities, and 
trustee Stockton pushed for institution of a 
preventive maintenance policy as part of the 
plan 
Lytle informed the board as the session 
progressed that the Jarrell facilities are in viola­ 
tion of several state regulations concerning 
school buildings and directed trustees’ attention 
to the problems 
He said kitchen facilities did not include all 
stainless steel equipment, contrary to state 
regulations; the school's office does not provide 
fireproof storage for records, as required, and 
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the buildings lack several required offices, 
notably one for a counselor. 
In developing priorities, the board projected 
correction of these problems for 1976-77 and 
1977-78 
Stockton opposed the inclusion of a new high 
school proposal as part of the overall improve­ 
ment plan 
He went on record saying, "I believe the 
Jarrell community should use the old high school 
until its life is com plete I am in full favor of 
m aintenance of existing facilities." 
Stockton explained to the board that he 
thought the 1916-vintage high school should be 
demolished if a new facility is to be constructed, 
to conserve maintenance costs, or else the old 
school should be m aintained, and no new facility 
planned. 
Board m em bers had agreed at their last 
regular meeting. June 4, to develop an inventory 
of necessary repairs by personally touring the 
school facilities, and to compile and order by 
priority their lists 
Lytle transm itted to the board guidelines for 
development of the new plans as outlined to him 
by Dr H. A. "G ene" Phillips, head of TEA’s 
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school Accreditation Division. He said Phillips 
explained that the board should assess the needs 
of the school system, rank the needs by priority, 
develop a tim e fram e for their fulfillment, and 
"dem onstrate evidence that the board has com ­ 
m itted itself to the necessary corrections." 
Lytle added that the trustees should develop at 
least a five-year plan for the system , and com ­ 
mented that TEA would prefer a ten-year plan. 
"I wish someone could tell m e what is going to 
happen in three years," Lytle said. "I can’t tell 
you what will happen next year." 
Lytle had told the board, however, at its June 4 
meeting, that Phillips had personally assured 
him the system would retain its accreditation 
through the 1975-76 school year. 
Stockton led the inventory of building deficien­ 
cies. which was extensive. 
Board m em bers cited deficient restroom 
facilities, cracked roofing, an exposed pipe, 
hazardously exposed air-conditioning vents, the 
danger of falling lights in the gymnasium, and a 
delapidated "greenhouse" as conditions requir­ 
ing im m ediate correction. 
The board also considered miscellaneous pain­ 
ting, plastering, and reflooring. 
Lytle questioned whether next year’s budget, 
not yet formulated, would support some of the 
proposed repairs, saying, "if everyone would 
pay their taxes, we d have about $20,000 dollars 
m ore." 
Stockton replied, "M r. Lytle, you’ve got to 
utilize what you’ve got until it’s ready to be haul­ 
ed off." 


★ Public hearing 
on historical ordinance

Co-chairman of the H eritage Com mittee, Mike 
Riddle, said "The commission first suggested 
the ordinance as a way to m ake the City of 
Georgetown more conscious of its historical 
nature and heritage. Later, we realized that it 
would also be a wise economic move to prom ote 
the city’s historical background." 
"The purpose of the proposed zoning law is to 
enhance and preserve the charm of the city’s 
historical nature," Riddle added 
The first reading of the ordinance was on 
January 13 with two readings necessary to in­ 
state it as law. It was halted because of ‘not 
enough notice given to property owners of the 
affected are a’. 
The historical zoning ordinance would offer 
property downtown owners protection against 
"someone ripping out the historical building 
next door and installing a brand new facility,” 
Riddle said 
He said the proposal has drawn the support of 
the property owners around the Georgetown 
Square. 
The owner of a site included in an historical 
district is perm itted to apply for recognition in 
the National Registry of Historical Sites. 
"This way, the property owner is eligible for a 
federal g rant to rem odel or resto re the 
historical building or structure," he added. 
The grant would pay for up to 50 percent of the 
remdeling work, Riddle said. 
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Trustee Benny McLaurin later commented, in 
connection with the proposal for a new high 
school, "I just can’t believe they’ll (TEA) let us 
keep getting by with repair and m aintenance.” 
Stockton opposed the idea of building a new 
school from its initial mention. Trustee Em il 
Danek pointed out that the board would not be 
liable if the voters did not approve a bond 
proposal. "They (TEA) can’t hold us to it," 
Danek commented 
The board approved the proposed plan, with 
Stockton the sole dissenter. 


In other action, the board voted unanimously 
to hire Jack Jackson as principal for the school 
system , and asst athletics coach, and to retain 
Donald E. Brown as head of athletics. The board 
had previously interviewed Jackson and Jim m y 
Campbell for the position in closed session. 


The trustees decided, by "m utual agreem ent’’ 
to approve full-coverage insurance for student 
football players. They also agreed to request 
the school system ’s janitor, who has apparently 
utilized the "greenhouse" as a dwelling, to 
vacate that facility, and they unanimously ap­ 
proved the proposed 1975-76 school calendar. 


The next regular m eeting of the Jarrell school 
board is scheduled for Monday, July 7, subject to 
change, Lytle said. 
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
